MANCHESTER, Sept. 8—The market 
during the last week was feverish and un- 
settled, owing to the uncertainties of the 
cotton situation. Actual business in yarns 
and cloths was meagre. The decline of the 
first half of the week and the subsequent 
recovery alike militated against operations, 
Until there shall be more stability in cot- 
ton a serious resumption of business is 
doubtful, 

it is admitted that the statistical position 
in Liverpool is such as to justify higher 
rates in the immediate future. Supplies are 
not coming forward sufficiently well to 
relieve the market. 

On the other hand, the position of the 
cloth market is very different from that of 
a year ago. Most outlets are well supplied, 
and there is no mood to pay fancy prices 
in the face of a certain reduction within a 
few months. Shippers for India and China 
prefer to await events. There were small 
miscellaneous purchases for South America
